Theſe three 
are all great and terrible; eſpecially that of che Sun, which 
will be the greateſt thar bath beervin the memory (I thigk ) 
of any man alive; Of which ( God willing ) I ſhall ſpeak 
more 1a the next year,

Howbeit Mercury hath 
higaification of the (icknefſſc and death of children by bis being 
in the cighth houſe : and for that be is in Pyſces, be ſignifieth 
winds and rain, chiefly in the Nurthera parts. The Moon in 
the ſame hboule extends the figmhication of death, and ſicknes 
to others alſo as well as i: which I ſuppoſe will 'be 
chlefly verified ia ſome Lunatick diſtempers, which are like 
enough to be bereby ſignified.
